Profitable  Pleasure 


GET  real  enjoyment  from  my  Peony  and  Iris  business,  and  as  a 
rule  I know  that  the  majority  of  flower  lovers  are  looking  forward 
to  the  time  when  their  garden  will  pay  its  own  expenses,  and 
many  more  to  the  time  when  they  can  establish  a business  from 
which  they  can  derive  both  pleasure  and  a livelihood.  I took  up  garden- 
ing in  the  first  place  as  a health  measure  in  order  to  force  myself  into 
God’s  great  outdoors:  then  later  my  garden  activities  became  a delightful 
hobby,  and  now  that  hobby  has  grown  into  a real  business.  The  entire 
development  has  brought  about  a most  interesting  group  of  experiences 
in  which  both  chance  and  experiment  have  been  important  factors,  and 
the  thought  that  others  may  profit  by  my  experiences  prompts  me  to 
publish  this  little  booklet. 

All  flower  growers  can  never  hope  to  be  successful  in  selling  them. 
Certain  qualifications  are  necessary  for  the  proper  foundation  of  even  the 
smallest  commercial  garden.  One  should  have  a real  love  for  flowers,  an 
appreciation  of  their  beauty,  and  a vision  of  their  usefulness.  It  is  the 
interest  fostered  by  such  an  environment  that  makes  the  gardener  careful 
about  proper  labeling,  thorough  culitvation  and  care,  so  important  in 
making  a garden  venture  a success.  It  is  the  person  entering  the  game 
for  purely  commercial  reasons  that  is  apt  to  become  careless  on  these 
important  details.  Then,  too,  if  you  have  such  a foundation,  it  will  be 
natural  and  easy  for  you  to  cultivate  the  necessary  sales  ability  and  pass 
your  enthusiasm  on  to  the  visitors  in  your  garden,  to  result  in  sales  for 
you  and  pleasure  for  them.  I believe  one  should  also  have  a plot  of  good 
soil,  well  drained  and  in  full  sun.  The  drainage  is  always  important, 
and  sunshine  is  the  best  agent  to  use  in  combating  many  of  the  gardeners’ 
problems. 

After  the  selection  of  your  location,  the  accumulation  of  stock  is  the 
next  important  thing.  How  well  I know  from  past  experience  what  a 
slow,  tedious  task  it  is, — purchasing  a few  plants  of  a good  Peony  and 
increasing  the  stock  by  dividing  and  planting  every  third  year.  Of  course 
it  can  be  done,  but  this  method  requires  time,  patience,  and  a firm  faith 
in  the  future.  One  of  the  big  disadvantages  of  such  a plan  is  that  it  is 
seldom  possible  to  allow  a plant  to  become  established  and  yield  repre- 
sentative bloom,  for  one  is  anxious  to  increase  his  stock  and  usually  sacri- 
fices the  exhibition  plant  for  its  increase.  And  then,  many,  many  times 
one  will  sacrifice  an  exhibition  plant  to  fill  the  wants  of  an  admiring 
purchaser  because  he  does  not  have  sufficient  stock  of  the  variety  to  fill 
the  order. 
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I believe  there  is  a bright  future  ahead  for  the  person  who  will  plant 
an  exhibition  garden  and  sell  direct  to  visitors,  allowing  them  to  choose 
their  plants  from  established  specimens.  It  may  take  a little  effort  and 
some  expense  to  let  people  know  of  your  garden,  but  a good  collection 
soon  advertises  itself,  and  visitors  will  come  from  far  and  near  to  see 
your  display.  The  little  expense  of  creating  this  interest  is  very  much 
smaller  than  the  great  advertising  expense  required  to  advertise  your  busi- 
ness for  sales  by  mail.  During  the  period  in  which  I was  accumulating 
stock  I have  often  wished  I could  sell  the  plants  from  well  established 
specimens  and  allow  a good,  reliable  grower  to  fill  the  orders.  This  would 
save  the  expense  of  accumulating  and  maintaining  a large  planting,  the 
cost  and  expense  of  advertising,  the  intensive  work  of  digging,  dividing, 
packing  and  shipping  on  scheduled  time  to  meet  the  customer's  needs,  and 
the  cost  of  furnishing  proper  labels  and  packing  facilities.  Under  such 
a plan  one  would  need  only  a small  garden  of  well  established  plants, 
and  then  purchase  roots  in  quantity  to  meet  the  demands  of  sales.  This 
is  the  ideal  arrangement.  It  is  sound  theoretically,  and  I believe  it  is  also 
practicable.  At  any  rate,  I am  willing  to  assist  anyone  wishing  to  try 
out  the  plan.  Nearly  everyone  on  my  mailing  list  has  established  plants 
from  which  they  can  make  sales  this  season.  If  you  wish  to  make  a 
planting  for  an  exhibition  garden  to  give  good  bloom  in  1927  and  1928, 
I will  make  up  special  collections  to  sell  for  $25.00,  $50.00,  $75.00, 
$100.00,  and  $150.00,  to  make  up  a representative  planting,  and  will 
send  these  lists  to  all  who  ask  for  them.  The  following  price  list  can  be 
used  for  immediate  sales.
